An important improvement at the 


orphans^ -home of the 
Reformed 


church to be made the coming- sum- 
mer is contemplated by the board of 
trustees of the home—that of the 
erection of a school building to ac- 
commodate the primary scholars at 
the institution. The children attend 
the district school near the home, but 
owing to the increase in the number 
of inmates this school has become ex- 
tremely Crowded and it has become 
necessary to make a division. 


The proposed school 'will cost about 


f3,000, will contain two stories and 
a basement and will be of brick. In 
the basement will be located the fur- 
nace and coal rooms and it is pro- 
posed to make a large play room on 
the Arst floor for the use of the chil- 
dren in inclement weather. The sec- 
ond floor iwill be used for school pur- 
poses. The synods of the Reformed 
churches that contribute to the sup- 
port of the school will pay all the ex- 
penses With the exception of the 
teacher's salary, which will be paid 
by the County. 


The annual Christmas entertain- 


ment for the orphans will be held on 
Tuesday evening a| the home and a 
special program will be given, fol- 
lowed "by a Christinas tree and din- 
ner. 


A soliciting committee from the 


home is waiting upon members of the 
different Reformed churches of the 
city for the purpose of securing funds 
to purchase an omnibus tot the home. 
The present conveyance is inadequate 
for the needs1 of the institution, and 
many of the children have to walk 
miles to church every Sunday. 
A 


generous response has been met with 
and a neat sum has already been se- 
cured. 


The seventeenth annual report of 


the home has been issued and it 
showft a most satisfactory state of af- 
fairs. The general health of the in- 
mates is good, the farm crops nave 
bedn abundant and conditions in 
every respect are most favorable. 
The number of inmates has increased 
from sixty to seventy-three, and 
fifty-six orphans are reported eligible 
for admission, but only nineteen 
could be accepted. Fifteen children 
have been adopted from the home. 


The total receipts of the home, as 


reported by the treasurer, were $10,* 
353*54. The money came from the 
various synods of the 
Reformed 


church, from individual givers, re- 
ceipts of the annual festivals, sale of 
the Hauck farm in Ohio, farm pro- 
ducts and other sources. 
The ex- 


penditures aggregated $10,234.79, 
leaving a (balance at the year's end of 
$128.75. There is a debt of $5,000 
on the Babcock farm, which is at- 
tached to the home, and some of the 
congregations and societies lare set- 
ting about a way to pay it otf.

Washington, Dec* 24.—Secretary 


Hay has received a cablegram from 
Minister Conger at Pekin, announc- 
ing that he had signed the agreement 
reported by the foreign ministers, 
but had done so with a written ex- 
planatory statement setting forth the 
exact position of his government. 
The text of the statement is not for- 
warded by Mr. Conger, but it is un- 
derstood to be based upon the last in- 
struction he received from the de- 
part met t which, while disapproving 
the inclusion in the agreement of 
some of tue more severe language, ac- 
cepted it as the best arrangement 
that could 'be made at this time. 


It is believed that the United 


States also, while sanctioning the 
provision of the agreement relative to 
the maintenance of permanent lines 
of communication, legation guards 
and prohibition of toe importation of 
arms into China, indicates clearly 
that constitutional reasons prevent 
the executive from making any 
pledge to take part in the execution 
of the plans. 


The signature of the agreement by 


the ministers closes what is regarded 
here as the first, the most important 
and the most difficult phase of the ne- 
gotiations as to China, for it is not 
doubted that the Chinese envoys will 
subscribe to the agreement without 
amendment. 


Its conclusion has <been marked by 


one of the most curious mistakes in 
the history 
of international ex* 


change, for by a cipher error, the ma- 
jority of the signatories found to 
their atnaaement that they had con- 
tracted to do exactly what they did 
not intend, and moreover, the error 
was irretrievable.

TEXT OF DEMANDS Off CHINA. 


Washington, Dec. 24.—The text of 


the joint note of the powers which 
the envoys have signed in Pekin (has 
been made public by the state depart- 
merit After reciting the uprising oi 
the boxers ,the siege of the foreign 
legations in Pekin, the murder ol 
Boron von Ketteler, the German min- 
ister, and of Hr. Sugiyama, chancel- 
lor of the Japanese legation, the note 
Announces that the powers hold the 
Chinese imperial government re&pon- 


The preamble 
for the disorder, 


then concludes.: 


"inattnuoh ad China has recognized 


her responsibility, expressed regret 
and evinced a desire to see an eua 
put to the situation created by the 
afotesaid disturbances, the 
powers 


have determined to accede to her re- 
quest Upon the irrevocable conditions 
enumerated below, which they deem 
indispensable to expatiate the crimes 
committed and to prevent their re* 
currence." 
FULL TEXT OF THE DEMANDS. 
The demands of the powers, as 


made in the joint note, are as follows; 


"1. A—The dispatch to Berlin of 


an extraordinary mission by an im- 
perial prince in order to express tne 
regrets of his majesty the emperor 
of China and of the Chinese govern- 
ment for the assassination of his ex- 
cellency the late Baron von Ketteler, 
minister of Germany. 


"B—The erection on the spot of the 


assassination of a commemorative 


under con- 


ditions to be determined by the pow- 
ers of the interdiction against the 
importation of arms,as well as of ma- 
terials employed exclusively for the 
manufacture of arm* and ammuni- 
tion.1 


QUESTION OF INDEMNITY, 
"6. Equitable indemnity for gov- 


emntentfi, societies, companies and 
individuals, as well as for Chinese 
who, during the late occurrences, have 
suffered in person or in property in 
consequence of their being in the 
service of foreigners. China to adopt 
financial measure* acceptable to the 
powers for the purpose of guaran- 
teeing the payments of said indemni- 
ties and the interest and amortiza- 
tion of the loans. 


"7. The right for each power to 


maintain a permanent guard for its 
legation and to put the diplomatic 
quarter in a defensible condition, the 
Chinese having no right to reside in 
that quarter. 


"8. The destruction of the forts 


which might obstruct free communi- 
cation between Pekin and the sea. 


"9. The rig(ht to the military oc- 


cupation of certain points, to be de- 
termined by 
an 
understanding 


among the powers, in order to main- 
tain open communication between the 
capital and the sea.

"10. 
The Chineee government to 


cause to be published during two 
years in all the suibprefectures an 
imperial decree—(a) embodying a 
perpetual prohibition, under penalty 
of death, of membership in any auti- 
foreign society; (b) enumerating tho 
punishments that shall have been 
inflicted on the guilty, together with 
the suspension of all official examina- 
tions in the cities where foreigners 
'have been murdered or have been 
subjected to cruel treatment, and (c), 
furiheromre, an imperial decree to 
be issued and published throughout 
the wapire ordering that the gov- 
ernors-general (Viceroys' and all pro- 
vincial or local officials shall be held 
responsible for the maintenance "of 
order -within their respective juris- 
dictions;, and that in the event of re- 
newed anti-foreign disturbances, or 
any other infractions of treaty oc- 
curring and which shall not forth- 
with be suppressed and the guilty 
persons puisthed, tfhey, the said offi- 
cials, shall be immediately removed 
and forever disqualified from hold- 
ing any office or honors 


NEGOTIATE N;EW TREATIES. 
"ll. #he Chinese government to 


undertake to negotiate amendments 
to the treaties of commerce and nav- 
igation considered useful by tihe for- 
eign powers ,and upon other matters 
pertaining to their commercial rela- 
tions, with the object of facilitating 
them. 


"12. The Chinese government to 


determine in what manner to reform 
the department of foreign affairs and 
to modify the court ceremonials con 
cerhing the reception of foreign rep- 
resentatives, te the manner to be in* 
dicated by the powers,

undersigned can hold out no expecta- 
tion that the occupation of Pekin and 
the province of Chili by the general 
forces can be brought to a conclu- 
sion."

Allie, who claim® Bombay, India, as 
his home, is under tarrest in this city 
as a suspect in the Cudahy kidnaping 
case at Omaha. The man had in his 
possession between $3,000 and $4,- 
000 in gold coin, and it was this fact 
that caused his arrest, it being well 
known here that E. A. Cudahy, the 
Omaha packer, ransomed his 
kid- 


naped son Edward with $25,000 in 
such coin. 


Allie arrived in this city Thurs- 


day at midnight, getting off an Illi- 
nois Central train that left Omaha 
at 7:50 p. m. He claimed that he 
was injured while attempting to pass 
between two car seats. Station Agent 
Frantz sent the man to the hospital 
and notified Dr. Ristine, the com- 
pany's surgeon. The doctor made an 
examination of Allie, but could find 
no injury. He refused to recommend 
that the man be kept as a company 
case. Sheriff Doud and Chief of Po- 
lice LaTSon wired the Omaha police, 
asking if the man was wanted for 
any crime there. 


NURSE FINDS GOLD, 


A nurse at the hospital then gave 


out the information that the man 
had several thousand dollars in gold 
coin in denominations of $1P 
and 


$20. This aroused the suspicions of 
the police. They immediately wired 
the Omaha authorities of the addi- 
tional facts and received word to ar- 
rest and hold the man until a detec- 
tive could come here to see whether 
he was implicated in the Cudahy kid- 
naping. 


Allie is a man of about five feet 


five and three-eighths inches tall, 
and weighs about 160 pounds, is of 
dark complexion, about forty years 
of age and claims to be a confec- 
tioner.
